Either of these bills is sure 
to give rise to debate, and many 
difficulties lie in w ait for the print­ 
ing office bill in particular, mainly be­ 
cause the senate and house committees 
having jurisdiction over this subject 
have fallen into a disagreement re­ 
specting the selection of a site. F urther 
promise for a lively day in the senate 
Wednesday is to be found in the fact 
th a t the Stew art bond resolution will 
again be taken up in the morning hour 
w ith some chance of finding a more 
perm anent resting place than the Vice- 
President’s table if the discussion is 
not protracted beyond the limits of 
the m orning hour. 
The interest in the executive sessions 
during the week will depend largely 
noon w hether the committee on the 
judiciary, which meets to-day, acts 
upon

W heeler H. Peckham as associate jus­ 
tice of the Supreme court 
When the Bland bill is out of the 
way (and probably not more than two

C h ic a g o , Feb. 5 .—By two accidental 
explosions of a dynamite cartridge iii 
a cut on Section Ll of the Drainage 
canal near Romeo Saturday noon two 
men were killed and three injured. 
One of the two men killed was horri­ 
bly mangled and died instantly, the 
other, Contractor Comer, died at 11:15 
last night. 
The accident occurred at 11:43 a. rn. 
Saturday. 
Contractor 
Comer 
was 
watching a gang of a dozen laborers 
engaged in “mucking” in one corner 
of the cut. 
“ Mucking,” it may be ex­ 
plained, is gathering up the rock loos­ 
ened by the blast and loading it into 
large buckets 
th at 
hold 
a ton, 
which are 
hoisted 
up 
from the 
ditch and 
off 
to 
one side and 
dumped. 
Tesavi, the laborer who was 
killed, was using a pick, tile others 
were using crowbars or picking up 
pieces 
and tossing them 
into the 
bucket. 
Tesavi aimed a blow at a 
point in the debris near which there 
had been a charge. 
Aa the pick struck 
the rock there was a deafening ex­ 
plosion th at filled the air with frag­ 
ments of the rock. 
Tesavi and the 
half dozen men standing nearest him 
were hurled a dozen feet away, and 
the others of the squad of laborers 
were throw n violently to the ground. 
Five of them failed to rise when the 
smoee and dust of the explosion had 
cleared away. 
All together there were forty men at 
work in the pit when the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
For a moment they were too 
frightened to do anything, but they 
quickly recovered and hurried to the 
rescue of the injured. 
Tesavi, who 
was using the pick, was so frightfully 
mangled and so covered with the dirt 
and dust th at he was scarcely recog­ 
nizable as a human being. 
His princi­ 
pal wound was a great gaping hole in 
the abdomen, through which a frag­ 
ment of rock as large as a man's fist 
had plowed* its way. 
His face was 
battered into a pulp and his body lit-

KILLED DV A CYCLONE. 


No Disturbance Reported—The Place 
of Execution Thronged W ith Sol­ 
diers—Rumor 
That 
Chancellor 
Caprivi is to Retire—Red H at For 
Mgr. Satolli. 


P a r is, Feb. 4.—Valliant, the anarch­ 
ist, was guillotined at 7:10 o'clock atLa 
Roquette prison. 
There was no dis­ 
turbance. 
V aillant’s iast words as he was led 
to the guillotine were: 
“ Death to the 
Bourgoisie. 
Long live anarchy.” 
At 1:45 o'clock 500 policemen entered 
the Place de la Roquette by two routes. 
They placed the barriers to keep back 
the expected mob. 
Several hundred 
persons had gathered, most of them 
from 
the 
lowest 
quarters o f 
t h e 
city. 
Groups o f 
men a n d women 
came to the square 
with increasing fre­ 
quency. 
At 
2:40 
o’clock two batal- 
ions of the republi- 
c a n guards, o n 
foot, preceded by a 
drum corps, march- 
up the Rue de la 
Roquette to t h e a u g u s t e VAILLANT, 
prison. 
They were followed by a com­ 
pany of mounted guards and soon after­ 
ward by another battalion of infantry. 
All took position in the square. 
At 3:45 the crowd outside the prison 
was not large, as many had gone away 
when the guards were stationed so as 
to hide all view of the square. 
The 
construction of the guillotine pro­ 
ceeded rapidly and silently but for the 
occasional thud of a piece of wood 
falling into place. 
The onlookers 
talked in whispers.

The sheriff w ith a posse 
w ent up to Acme at 7 p. rn. and found 
Stevens’ men out ready to give the 
approaching mob a hot reception. 
They dispersed when the sheriff came 
At IO o’clock a drunken mob of near­

hundred 
strikers 
came 
up. 
crying. 
“ Put 
out 
the 
lights.” 
John 
Foster, 
standing 
in his own door w ith a lantern, 
was fired on by twelve men and shot 
through the groin. 
He may die. 
The 
sheriff’s party fired fifty shots in the 
air. 
Some of the miners ran; the 
rest came on shooting wildly. 
The 
sheriff told them not to cross the dead 
line or he would tire into them. 
Two 
miners were shot, one in the arm and 
one in the chin, as is supposed, by 
their own men. 
The sheriff’s de­ 
termined 
stand 
awed 
the 
mob, 
and hearing th at Foster was expected 
to die they sent a committee to Stevens 
to say th at lf he would furnish an 
engine and cars they would go back. 
This was done. 
The mob departed 
and the sheriff came back to-day.

further trouble is anticipated.

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GEORGE KEMP’S LIFE 
WAS AN ACTIVE ONE 


FORM ER JANESVILLE DRUGGIST 
AND HIS SUCCESS. 


Many Years Ago He Established the 
Empire Drug Store—Later He Sold 
Out His Interest aud W ent to New 
York Where He Has Since Resided 
and Been Engaged in Business. 
The oiler residents of 
Jamesville 
will retd with interest the fellowing 
sketch of George Kemp, the former 
Bower City business man, who estab­ 
lished the Empire Drugstore. 
‘‘After a lingering illness, continu­ 
ing since last September,George Kemp, 
of the firm of Lanman & Kemp, died 
in New York city, November 23, aged 
6ixty-Eeven. 
The cause of death was 
malnutrition, and his family 
and 
friends had for some time past seen 
the approaching end of his struggles 
for life. 
The chamber of death was 
not entirely a scene of sorrow, for the 
patience at d resignation of the dying 
man were object lessons of high de­ 
gree and characteristic of a noble and 


manly nature. He was cheerful to the 
end, and, though having everything 
to make life pleasant—wealth, family 
happiness and high social and business 
position—he laid 
them down, not 
merely with resignation, but wkth con­ 
tent. 
“George Kemp was born in Cavan, 
County Cavan, Ireland, of parents of 
Scotch-Irish extraction, who followed 
the occupation of farming. 
He early 
lost his lather and his mother, aud 
being in straitened circumstances, and 
having to provide for a family of six 
sons and a daughter, followed the tide 
of emigration to the shores of the new 
world, taking passage in the ship Hec­ 
tor, of toe Black Ball line of sailing 
packets, and arriving in New York in 
1832, three years befo e the great fire. 
The family found a home at the cower 
of Bridge and Broome streets, the 
house being the property of the prin­ 
cipal of the school which the Kemp 
children attended. 
Came to Janesville lo ^58. 
'William Kemp, the elder brother, 
was employed with Messrs. Pomeroy 
and Starkweather; but suffering an 
Injury which compelled him to leave 
his post for a time, his brother George 
filled it until his recovery. 
The firm 
were pleased with the younger broth 
cr’s activity and, upon the return of 
the elder to his work, they secured for 
George a position with Murray A Lan­ 
non, who were engaged in the drug 
business, and especially in developing 
rn trade with the South American mar­ 
kets, they being the pioneers of the 
American drug trade in that quarter 
of tho globe. 
The death of Mr. Mur­ 
ray later recurring, the business was 
continued by Mr. Lannon, and with 
bim George Kemp remained 
until 
1847, when, wishing to improve his 
chances in a more independent Geld 
of action a n d having the backing of 
mn offer of credit from his employer, 
he west westward. 
After a brief sur­ 
vey of Chicago, he went to Janesville, 
Wis., arriving there in 1858 with* but 
Al.<50 in h i pocket, after a four days 
Journey over corduroy roads 
Here he 
associated himself with W. W. Bolden 
laying the foundation of a business 
which became one of the most success­ 
ful in the intel tor of the state. 
After 
a few years he received from Mr. Lan­ 
man proposals so tempting and advan­ 
tageous that be relinquished businese, 
through calling his brother William to 
the west and disposing of his interests 
jointly to bim and W. H. Tall man, 
and returned to New York. 
In the 
course of time and on Mr. Lanman’s 
retirement because of failing health, 
George Kemp purchased the business. 
Under his able management it throve 
surprisingly and he took his brother 
William into the firm, also giving an 
interest to Adolph Hallgarten, who 
grew up a itb bim and who was one 
of the mofrt active and brilliant men 
ever eonm cted with the firm. 
Later 
Edward K* mp wa* induced to join, he 
being at that time a partner in the 
firm of William Halsey & Co., hading 
attained to this position from the 
small beginr irg of a situation ob­ 
tained for lim by bis brother George 
with the tirrn « f Hmsey & Murray and 
end the n agt lficent compensation of 
fifty d o l l a r s per year. 
Kemp Building a Monument. 
T ie c« u^e of the business of Lan­ 
non A Kt mp was constantly success­ 
ful, ann a ft* r remaining at the old 
quarters, CO 73 Water street, for sev­ 
eral years, George Kemp purchased 
the property at the corner of Cedar 
and Williams streets and 
in 1870 
ercett d the weil-known Kemp build­ 
ing, a landmark of the business por­ 
tion of the city, which, even in this 
day of lofty and sumptous edifices, is 
noticeable among its more modern 
neighbors for its e.egance and artistic 
proportions. 
“One by » ne the members of the 
firm have dr* pped off, first William 
Kemp, then Adolph Hallgarten, then 
Adolph Hallgarten, 
then 
Abraham 
Downey, who after long 
years of 


faithful service was given an interest, 
until now George Kemp has departed, 
leaving Edward the only surviver of 
the old firm aud the last of the broth­ 
ers Kemp. 
“George Kemp was throughout his 
life a thoughtful, loving and dutiful 
son, always providing for the support 
and comfort of bis mother, who after 
an active and fruitful iife, fell peace­ 
fully asleep at the ripe age of ninety- 
six. 
Mr. Kemp was a mao of fine ap­ 
pearance aud address, of strong will, 
very honorable and straigbtiorward. 
By his intimates he was appreciated 
and loved for his rare qualities of 
character, and he was a man whose 
whose memory will be held in the 
tenderest affection by his surviving 
family, a wife, two sons apd two 
daughter, and by profound respect 
by everyone who knew him. 
He had 
amassed a large fortune, owning most 
valuable realty 
on Fifth avenue, 
among which was his palatial resi­ 
dence, No. 720, and he was the own 
er of the Buckingham Hotel and the 
Belgravia. 
Social Connection L arge. 
“ He erected many fine buildings upon 
the real estate which he owned, al­ 
ways keeping in mind the embellish­ 
ment of the city which he adopted as 
his own. 
He leaves his vast business 
interests, especially the drug house 
which has registered so great a success, 
in the hands of his brother Edward, 
who, possessing similar qualities, has 
assisted materially in bringing them 
to their present magnitude and is ca­ 
pable of carrying them to still greater 
proportions. 
'His social connection was large. 
He waBa member of the Union League 
Club, riding Club and other social bod­ 
ies, and was active in the affairs 
of 
the 
Metropolitan 
Museum 
of 
Art 
and 
the 
American 
Museum of Natural History. 
Many 
were his acts of charity; not only as 
an individual, but as the employer. 
Everyone in the service of the firm 
was annually remembered in a sub­ 
stantial way, aud the poor and unfor­ 
tunate have many reasons to remem- 
mer George Kemp for his kind heart 
and substantial aid. 
“George Kemp’s funeral was at­ 
tended by the so.id, substantial busi­ 
ness men of the city, who desired to 
testify by their presence their respect 
affection fur their old associate. 
The

sion of sentiment relating to 
the 
soundest and best companies. 
The 
discussion on this point was becom 
ing monotonous when Mr. Stark ad 
dressed the chair with the querry. 
What better or more safe insurance 
company is there today than Rock 
county? 
The board quickly fell into line 
and Rock county carried the court 
house for years. 
H e Fathered the Cow Ordinance. 
It was Mr. Stark who, in the state 
legislature, secured the enactment el 
a law preventing the runniog at large 
of horses, cattle, sheep and hogs. 
The law was suggested by some Janes­ 
ville aldermen who feared that the en­ 
forcement of the so called “cow ordi­ 
nance” might jeopardize their chance 
of reelection. 
Mr. Stark so framed 
the law that it had effect throughou* 
the county. 
The passage of this law 
permitted city 
people as well as 
country 
folk to tear 
down thii 
fences without fear of being trampler 
under the feet of their neighbors' 
live stock. 
Mr. Stark was a lineal descendant 
of General Stark of Revolutionary 
fame, and was a patriot through and 
through,one who did not believe it the 
duty of American citizens to beg the 
pardon of any foreign power. 
Few 
men we»*e better informed than he od 
public matters. 
Fearless and oat- 
spoken in his opinio s, he gained the 
confidence of all who knew him, and 
his advice was eagerly sought on all 
matters, private and political.

They Ara Generally M ule by Men Whu 
Are Considered Respectable. 
Every little while the police arrest 
a man with a kit of burglars1 tools 
in his possession, and one naturally 
wonders where they all come from, 
says the Boston Globe. 
It is easy to 
buy a gun of any description and the 
most reputable citizen would not bo 
ashamed to be seen purchasing the 
most wicked-looking knife ever made, 
but who would know where to get a 
slungshot, or a jimmy, or a device 
for drilling into a safe, or any of the 
many tools used by the professional 
burglar in the pursuit of his calling? 
There probably are places in many 
largo cities where these things are 
made and sold to the users, but such 
places are scarce. 
Once in a while 
the police find such a factory, and 
then things go hard for the proprie­ 
tors. 
It may seem a little strange 
to learn th at most of tho tools used 
in burglaries are made by m echanics 
who are respectable men in the com­ 
munity. 
When a burglar wants any particu­ 
lar tool made he goest to a m echanic 
who can do the job and pays him 
perhaps five times what it is actual­ 
ly worth for making the tools and 
keeping still about i t 
Superinten­ 
dent Elbridge of the police depart­ 
m ent recalls many cases of this kind 
th at have come to light in Boston. 
One in particular occurred 
three 
years ago, when an escaped convict 
named W illiams went to a blacksm ith 
in Roxbury and got him to make a 
lot of drills to be used in safe crack­ 
ing. 
He personally superintended 
the 
tem pering of the steel, 
and 
when the job was nearly com pleted 
it leaked out, aud Williams was ar 
rested.

“ You. are a little m ajor,” said the 
doctor, addressing a little boy, the 
first one to step forward.

little boy ncdded his head,and the doc­ 
to r replied, “ Well, there you have it. 
Now stand by the stove a little while 
and let it dry.

Saven Thousand Dollars is Now Being 
Paid For 306 Gas and Oil Lamps-- 
One Hundred Arcs Offered For Less 
Money—Comipittee of Aldermen In 
Session. 
Janesville is likely to be illuminated 
in every quarter fey electric light in 
the near future. 
The common council 
committee on light held a meeting 
Saturday evening in the city clerk’s 
office. 
Captain Pliny Norcross, pro­ 
prietor of the Janesville and Fulton 
electric light plants was present and 
made a number of verbal propositions. 
Alderman Smith, chairm an of the 
committee, is enthusiastic in favor of 
electric lights. 
“ We are now bothered to death 
w ith our lamps, especially w ith the 
oil lam ps,” he said to a reporter. 
“ Then we are paying over seven thous­ 
and dollars a year for w hat light we 
get, and the city is only illuminated 
half the night. 
We can provide one 
hundred electric lights to burn until 
three o’clock in the morning for less 
money and I believe far better satis­ 
faction will be given. 
I have traveled 
around considerably and being chair­ 
man of the light committee I have 
taken considerable pains to investi­ 
gate this m atter. 
Janesville is the 
poorest lighted city in the state, and 
yet we are we aie spending money 
enough to procure better results. 
Norcross W ill Furnish Either System . 
“ Captain Norcross 
informed 
the 
committee th a t he had over tw enty 
thousand dollars now invested in his 
plant, and th at he had capacity to 
furnish any number of lights desired 
and was ready to contract w ith the 
city for illum inating all night if de­ 
sired. ” 
Alderman Smith’s committee reached 
no definite conclusions, but the consid­ 
eration given the subject Saturday 
evening satisfied the committee th at 
the proposition to illum inate the city 
with one hundred arc lights burning 
until 3 o'clock in the morning should 
be favorably reported to the council 
and th at th at body would favorably 
consider it. 
“ We ars com' elled to do something 
of this kind,” said Ald. Smith “ in 
order to meet the constantly increas­ 
ing demands for more and better 
lights. 
We must illum inate the ave- 
1 enues leading out of the city. 
In fact 
the whole city must be provided for in 
order to satisfy the continued agita­ 
tion for lighting this and th at point. 
I believe the one hundred lights will 
do this to the general satisfaction and 
am heartily in favor of the scheme.” 
The city now uses 140 gas lamps and 
157 oil lamps.
